RW* by a law that has not been le 
enacted since the new Constitution 

was adopted. 

The Commission issued a parole to 
a prisoner named Dugan, who 
murdered Col. John Colson, brother 
of Congressman David <i. Colson. 

A test case will be made at once. 

However much we may approve of 
the object designed hy law (and we 
had always lovoreu it), we utterly 
fail to see by what stretch of author- 
ity a law giving the OoPemor cer- 
tain powers can be made to cover the 
action of the Prison Commission. 

We think that <*ov. Brown was 
clearly right in claiming that it was 
an invasion of the powers coaferred 
by the Constitution upon the Gover- 
nor alone, to pardon lor crime or re- 
mit penalties for offenses. 

There is a disposition manifested 
in certain quarters to usurp tin- 
powers always exercised by other de- 
partments of the Stale, which 
bodes no good to those who so act, as 
there is an old saying that "chickens 
come home to roost," and such 
things often "return to plague the 
inventor."

Kentucky Crop Peport. 



Replies were received this 
month from 145 correspondents, 
representing 104 counties. 

WHEAT. 

Tlio wheat crop, as a result 
of the continued rainfall dur- 
ing the month of October, is 
divided into two distinct parts — 
the early and the late — with 
the separating interval of such j 
extent and clear definition as 
rarely occurs. The early por- 
tion of the crop will average a j 
date much in advance of the or- 1 
dinary, and, as was noted in 
the November report, was be- ; 
coming too rank to withstand 1 
freezing temperature. Tlfe ar- 1 
rival of winter conditions has, ! 
however, set at rest any appre- ! 
hension on that score. This 
part of the crop suffered some- 
what from insects early in the 
season, but has escaped serious 
injury and is in excellent con- j 
dition to withstand the severe 
winter which appears imminent. 
The late wheat, which was main- ! 
ly sown after November 1st, ! 
comprises the largest half of 
the acreage. It has been sub- 
jected to some severe weather 
tests of late, and since nu\ch of 
it is either below ground or is ! 
just beginning to make its ap- 
pearance, that it would escape 
injury would be assuming too 
largo a measure of good fortune; 

The condition of the t;rop 
averages 94 for the State, which 
is two points below the Novem- 
ber average. On December Lst, 
1897, the condition was H.">, and 
for same date of 1896 it was 

101. By sections the following 
percentages of condition fere 
.shown: Western, 82, which is a 
decline of rive points daring 
the month; central, 102, which 
is an increase of seven points, j 
and southeastern, K>»>, which is 
the same as the condition re- 
ported November 1st. The fall-! 
ing off in condition in the west- 1 
ern suction and the increase in 
the central is due to the fact 
that in the western section far 

the Largest portion of the acre- 
age il late, while the reverse is 
true of the central section. 
The preliminary estimate of 



the acreage on November 1st 
was 107. as compared with acre- 
age of 1807. The acreage has | 
Increased until now ( Decem- 
ber 1st ) it is estimated at 111, 
similarly compared. It should! 
he borne in mind, however, | 
that the increase is only in the! 
southeastern district, where an 
Increased percentage would 
hare but a slight effect on total r 
acres. In Pike county the cor- 
respondents estimate the in- : 
crease at 250 per cent. In Ma- ! 
goffin county the increase is 105 
per cent., while a number of | 
counties of this section report 
acreage increased 50 per cent. 
The average for the southeast- 
ern section places the acreage 
at 128 as compared with acre- 
age of 1897. This is an increase 
of 11 per cent, since November 
1st. In the central section the 

acreage, as compared with the 
acreage of 1897, is 102, which 
is a decline of one per cent, 
from the preliminary estimate 
of November lit. lii the west- 
ern section the acreage by a 
similar comparison is 104, also 
a falling off of one per cent. 
The estinnite of number acres 
seeded will not be made until 
the return by the assessors of 
acres harvested in 1808, which 
will give the basis. 

Many correspondents report, 
under date as late as November' 
30th, that farmers are not yet 
through sowing, but it is safe to 
assume that little or no wheat 
will be sown after that date. 
CORN. 

Corn husking has progressed 

rather slowly and a consider- 
able portion of the crop yet re- 
mains in the field. While the 
general tenor of reports is to 
modify first estimates of dam* 
aged Or rotten corn, still the 

estimates show the damage is 
not inconsiderable , The aver- 
age estimate of loss is 14 per 
cent, in the western section 

the loss is estimated at 12 per 
cent. In the central at 14, and 

in fche southeastern at 17. A 
few counties report t he crop 
disappointing as to yield, and 

t he general opinion u that the 
quality ii below avenge. 

The average price ot corn for 
the State December 1st is es- 



timated at 28 cents. The aver- 1 j 
age for the western section is 1 
L'4 cents j 24 cents for the cen- j t 
tral, and 33 cents for the 
southeastern. 



In view of the sappy condi- 
tion of corn a little precaution 
in regard to seed corn for next 
year may prove of benefit. A 
careful selection should be made 
at once of a sufficient amount 
of ears which should be placed 
where they will become thor- 
oughly dried out. Hard freez- 
ing while the sap remains will 
destroy the germ and render it 
worthless for seed purposes, but 
after it has become dried it will 
withstand any temperature 
which may occur in this latitude 
without injury. 

LIVE STOCK. 

All classes of live stock shoAV 
an improvement over condition 
December lst, 1897. The fol- 
lowing comparisons show per 
cent, of improvement, each I ic- 
ing condition compared with 
average years: Horses, Decem- 
ber lst, 1807, 95 : December lst. 
1898, 08. Cattle, December 
lst, 1897, 92; December 1st, 
1898, 101. Sheep. December 
lst. 1897, 94; December lst, 
1898, 98. SogS, December 1st, 
1897, 92; December 1st, 1 898, 
98.
